Gadhafi’s Daughter prepares for death

TRIPOLI, Libya - Aisha Gadhafi, the daugh¬ 
ter of Moammar Gadhafi of Libya, likes to tell 
her three young children bedtime stories about 
the afterlife. Now, she says, they are especially 
appropriate. 

“To make them ready,” she said, “because in a 
time of war you never know when a rocket or a 
bomb might hit you, and that will be the end.” 
In a rare interview at her charitable founda¬ 
tion here, Aisha Gadhafi, 36, a Libyan-trained 
lawyer who once worked on Saddam Hussein’s 
legal defense team, offered a glimpse into the 
fatalistic mindset of the increasingly isolated 
family at the core of the battle for Libya, the 
bloodiest arena in the democratic uprising that 
is sweeping the region. 

She dismissed the rebels as “terrorists” but sug¬ 
gested that some former Gadhafi officials who 
are now in the opposition’s governing council 
still “keep in touch with us.” 

She pleaded for dialogue and talked about 
democratic reforms. But she dismissed the reb¬ 
els as unfit for such talks because of their use 
of violence, hurled personal barbs at President 
Barack Obama and Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and, at one point, appeared 
to disparage the basic idea of electoral democ¬ 
racy. 

After arranging the interview last week, Aisha 
Gadhafi spoke for more than an hour late Sun¬ 


day afternoon, just hours before NATO esca¬ 
lated its airstrikes with an attack that disrupted 
state television and another on the Libyan lead¬ 
er’s compound in Tripoli. 

One of the many unofficial and sometimes 
rivalrous Gadhafi family power brokers who 
dominate Libya’s economic and political life, 
she said the crisis had pulled the family togeth¬ 
er “like one hand.” 

Aisha Gadhafi said that she and her seven 
brothers “have a dialogue between us and ex¬ 
change points of view” before anyone takes a 
major step in their common defense. She ac¬ 
knowledged that she had seen news reports that 
her siblings had proposed easing their father 
from power in a transition under the direction 
of her brother Seif al-Islam, but she declined to 
comment on the details. 

She also pointedly declined to answer when 
asked if Abdel Fattah Younes, a top rebel mili¬ 
tary official who was a longtime interior min¬ 
ister, was among the leaders who had kept in 
touch with the Gadhafi family. 

“They say to us that they have their own fami¬ 
lies, daughters, sons, spouses, and they fear for 
them, and that is why they have taken those po¬ 
sitions,” she said of the rebel leaders. “There 
are many members of the council who have 
worked with my father for 42 years and been 
loyal to him. Do you think they would just go 
like that?”

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Obama blasts 
bill targeting 
illegal aliens

ATLANTA — President 
Barack Obama has waded 
into the fierce debate over il¬ 
legal immigration in Georgia, 
strongly criticizing the state’s 
Arizona-style legislation on 
immigration enforcement. 

In an interview with WSB- 
TV, Obama said of House Bill 
87: “It is a mistake for states 
to try to do this piecemeal. We 
can’t have 50 different immi¬ 
gration laws around the coun¬ 
try. Arizona tried this, and a 
federal court already struck 
them down.” 

“The truth of the matter is 
that we’ve done more on en¬ 
forcement than any previous 
administration,” he said. “We 
have more border patrols. We 
have been engaging in serious 
enforcement crackdowns on 
employers who are hiring un¬ 
documented workers.” 

The author of HB 87 — Re¬ 
publican Rep. Matt Ramsey 
of Peachtree City — issued a 
prepared response Wednes¬ 
day, saying Georgia has been 
forced to take action because 
the federal government has 
failed to secure the nation’s 
borders. Illegal immigrants, 
Ramsey said, are sapping 
Georgia’s taxpayer-funded re¬ 
sources.

Instead of the angry defiance 
and vows of retribution issued 
by her father and her brother 
Seif, Aisha Gadhafi focused 
on how the West would rue 
the chaos she predicted would 
engulf a post-Gadhafl Libya. 
When pressed repeatedly on 
how her family could stay 
in power, she said more than 
once, “We have a great hope 
in God.” 

Aisha Gadhafi has appeared in 
public twice since the bomb¬ 
ings began, before cheering 
crowds at her father’s com¬ 


pound, but she seldom speaks 
in public. During the inter¬ 
view, she wore close-fitting 
jeans, Gucci shoes and a pale 
scarf that did not cover her 
long blond hair. 

At times, she laughed at her 
fate, recalling how the United 
Nations, after “begging” her 
to be an envoy for peace in 
the past, has now referred her 
to the International Criminal 
Court. Her staff presented an 
illustrated biography titled 
“Princess of Peace.” 

She said her experience as a 
volunteer on Saddam’s de¬ 
fense team offered relevant 
parallels. 

“The opposition in Iraq told 
the West that when you come 
to Iraq they will greet you 
with roses,” she said. 

“Almost 10 years later they 
are receiving the Americans 
with bullets, and, believe me, 
the situation in Libya will be 
much worse.” 

She taunted both Obama and 
Clinton, saying that Obama 
had “achieved nothing so far” 
and laughed as she posed a 
question to Clinton: “Why 
didn’t you leave the White 


House when you found out 
about the cheating of your 
husband?” 

Even as she deprecated the 
U.S. leaders, she repeatedly 
called for talks. 

“The world should come to¬ 
gether at a round table,” she 
said, “under the auspices of 
international organizations.” 
At the same time, she ruled 
out any dialogue with the Lib¬ 
yan rebels who now control 
the eastern half of the country; 
its commercial center, Misra- 
ta; and the western mountain 
towns of Zintan and Nalut, 
dismissing them as “terror¬ 
ists” who “are just fighting for 
the sake of fighting.” 

Under her brother Seif’s unof¬ 
ficial leadership, she said, the 
Libyan government had been 
on the verge of unveiling a 
constitution as a step toward 
democratic reform when “this 
tragedy happened and spoiled 
things.” 

At the same time, she also 
derided, and possibly misun¬ 
derstood, the basic ideas of 
checks and balances and pub¬ 
lic accountability in an elec¬ 
toral democracy. □

“Unlike the federal government, the state of Georgia actually 
balances its budget each year and we simply cannot afford to 
wait on solutions from Washington, D.C.,” Ramsey said in an 
e-mail. “We will continue to take decisive and necessary ac¬ 
tion as a state to enforce the rule of law and protect our citizens 
from the problems posed by the federal government’s failure 
to live up to its most basic responsibility to secure our nation’s 
borders.” Meanwhile, a spokeswoman for Gov. Nathan Deal 
has confirmed the Republican governor intends to sign the bill 
some time in the first two weeks of May. 

Like Arizona’s law, Georgia’s measure would empower state 
and local police to investigate the immigration status of certain 
suspects. 

The Obama administration sued to block Arizona’s law last 
year, arguing it is pre-empted by federal law. A federal judge 
sided with the White House and put some elements of Arizona’s 
law on hold. Arizona appealed that decision. A federal appeals 
court recently upheld the lower court’s decision, keeping much 
of the law on hold pending the outcome of the federal lawsuit. 
Georgia has the ninth-largest population among states, but it is 
home to the seventh-largest number of illegal immigrants, esti¬ 
mated at 425,000, according to the Pew Hispanic Center. 
During the recently concluded state legislative session, support¬ 
ers of HB 87 argued that illegal immigrants are burdening the 
state’s public schools, jails and hospitals. 

Some business owners, however, expressed concern that a 
crackdown would harm the state’s agricultural, landscaping and 
restaurant industries, which partly depend on migrant labor. 
Opponents of HB 87 are now ratcheting up their pressure on 
Deal to not sign the bill. At a news conference at the state Capi¬ 
tol on Wednesday, a small group of Hispanic businessmen de¬ 
cried HB 87, saying the publicity surrounding it is hurting the 
state’s economy. □

- A wave of thunderstorms 
with winds blowing near hur¬ 
ricane force strafed the South 
Wednesday, killing at least 
11 people from Arkansas to 
Alabama, including a father 
struck by a tree while protect¬ 
ing his daughter at a Missis¬ 
sippi campsite. 

The system laced with sus¬ 
pected tornadoes spread de¬ 
struction Tuesday night and 
Wednesday from Texas to 
Georgia. An earlier flare-up of 
storms this week had already 
killed 10 people in Arkansas 
and one in Mississippi. 
Forecasters warned that even 
worse weather could be on its 
way. Powerful storms raked 
Mississippi and Alabama 
Wednesday afternoon, with 
the system forecast to move 
into Georgia, Tennessee and 
Kentucky by the night and the 
Carolinas by the next morn¬ 
ing. 

“Today is the day you want to 
be careful,” said Greg Carbin 
of the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice’s Storm Prediction Cen¬ 
ter in Oklahoma. 

On Wednesday morning, a 
Louisiana police officer on 
a camping trip in Choctaw 
County, Miss., was killed 
when a towering sweetgum 
tree fell into his tent as he 
shielded his young daughter 
with his body, said Kim Kor- 


thuis, a supervisor with the 
National Park Service. The 
girl wasn’t hurt. 

The 9-year-old girl was 
brought to a motorhome about 
100 feet away where camp¬ 
site volunteer Greg Maier was 
staying with his wife, Maier 
said. He went back to check 
on the father and found him 
dead. 

“She wasn’t hurt, just scared 
and soaking wet,” Maier said. 
Also in Mississippi, a man 
was crushed in his mobile 
home when a tree fell during 
the storm, a truck driver died 
after hitting a downed tree on 
a state highway and a mem¬ 
ber of a county road crew was 
killed when he was struck by a 
tree they were removing. The 
governor made an emergency 
declaration for much of the 
state. 

In Alabama, where the gov¬ 
ernor also declared a state of 
emergency, at least five peo¬ 
ple were killed in the wave 
of storms. Among them was 
a man hit by falling tree and 
another killed when a tree fell 
on a car. 

In both Mississippi and Ala¬ 
bama numerous felled trees 
blocked roads, impeding 
emergency responders and 
those trying to leave hard-hit 
areas. 

Austin Ransdell and a friend 
had to hike out of their neigh¬ 
borhood south of Birmingham 
after the house where he was 
living was crushed by four 


trees early Wednesday. No 
one at the house was hurt. 

As he walked away from the 
wreckage, trees and power 
lines crisscrossed residential 
streets, and police cars and 
utility trucks blocked a main 
highway. 

“The house was destroyed. 
We couldn’t stay in it. Water 
pipes broke, it was flooding 
the basement,” he said. “We 
had people coming in telling 
us another storm was coming 
in about four or five hours, so 
we just packed up.” 

Not far away, Craig Branch 
was stunned by the damage. 
“Every street to get into our 
general subdivision was 
blocked off. 

Power lines are down; trees 
are all over the road. I’ve 
never seen anything like that 
before,” he said 
The weather service didn’t 
immediately confirm that the 
damage was caused by tor¬ 
nadoes, but forecasters had 
issued several tornado warn¬ 
ings and said winds blew as 
hard as 70 mph, just short of 
hurricane force. 


The Arkansas Department of 
Emergency Management con¬ 
firmed early Wednesday that 
another person died in a storm 
in Sharp County. Officials 
said the person was in a home 
near Arkansas Highway 230 
but didn’t know exactly how 
the person died. 

Severe storms in northwest 
Georgia downed trees, blew 


out windows in a hospital and 
tore off part of a school roof. 
Much of north and central 
Georgia was bracing for an¬ 
other round of thunderstorms 
later Wednesday and a tornado 
watch was issued. 

In eastern Tennessee, a wom¬ 
an was killed Wednesday by 
falling trees in her trailer in 
Chattanooga. □

WASHINGTON - Respond¬ 
ing to critics’ relentless claims, 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday produced a de¬ 
tailed Hawaii birth certificate 
in an extraordinary attempt to 
bury the issue of where he was 
bom and confirm his legitima¬ 
cy to hold office. He declared, 
“We do not have time for this 
kind of silliness.” 

By going on national TV from 
the White House, Obama por¬ 
trayed himself as a voice of 
reason amid a loud, linger¬ 
ing debate on his birth status. 
Though his personal atten¬ 
tion to the issue elevated it as 
never before, Obama said to 
Republican detractors and the 
media, it is time to move on to 


bigger issues. 

Citing huge budget deci¬ 
sions in Washington, Obama 
said, “I am confident that the 
American people and Ameri¬ 
ca’s political leaders can come 
together in a bipartisan way 
and solve these problems. We 
always have. But we’re not 
going to be able to do it if we 
are distracted.” 

Obama spoke shortly after the 
White House released a copy 
of the long form of his birth 
certificate, which contains 
more extensive data than a 
version released earlier. 

The certificate says Obama 
was bom to an American 
mother and Kenyan father, 
in Hawaii, which makes him 
eligible to hold the office of 
president. Obama released a 


standard short form before he 
was elected in 2008 but re¬ 
quested copies of his original 
birth certificate from Hawaii 
officials this week in hopes 
of quieting the controversy. 
Until Wednesday, the White 
House had insisted that the 
short form certificate was the 
appropriate legal document 
confirming Obama’s birth and 
no further proof was needed. 
But so-called “birthers” op¬ 
posed to Obama have kept the 
issue alive. Potential Repub¬ 
lican presidential candidate 
Donald Tmmp recently be¬ 
gan questioning why Obama 
hadn’t ensured the long form 
was released. 

From New Hampshire, Tmmp 
took credit for getting Obama 
to act. 

“He should have done it a long 
time ago. I am really honored 
to play such a big role in 
hopefully, hopefully getting 
rid of this issue,” Tmmp said. 
Polls show large numbers of 
Republicans have continued 
to doubt Obama is a natu¬ 
ral bom citizen eligible to be 
president. Tmmp has seized 
on the issue as he weighs 
a GOP candidacy. While 
Obama and White House of¬ 
ficials avoided mentioning 
Tmmp by name, officials said 
they released the birth certifi¬ 
cate partially because the is¬ 
sue had moved beyond fringe 
discussion, and Obama criti¬ 
cized a media culture that had 
not let the story go.Q

Indiana may cut 
Planned Parenthood

INDIANAPOLIS - Indiana is poised to become the first state 
to cut off all government funding for the Planned Parenthood 
organization, providing a significant victory for the anti-abor¬ 
tion movement but posing a political predicament for the state’s 
governor, Mitch Daniels, as he considers mnning for president. 
The Indiana House is expected to vote as soon as today to cut 
off the $3 million in federal money the state distributes to the 
organization for family planning and health programs. The 
Senate approved the measure earlier this month. 

The action would open a new legislative front in the conserva¬ 
tive assault on the organization, which has been targeted for its 
abortion services. Efforts to cut off federal funds in Congress 
failed this year, but bills are moving in a number of statehouses. 
For Daniels, the Indiana measure forces him to decide between 
the state’s fiscal interests and a prime goal of his party’s social 
conservatives. If he signs the legislation, Indiana would risk 
losing $4 million in Medcaid funds for indigent births and other 
care. If he vetoes it, Daniels could antagonize ardent social con¬ 
servatives who have already been wary of his public statements 
about the importance of focusing on economic issues this year. 
A Daniels spokeswoman said the governor would not comment 
until the bill arrives on his desk for action. Daniels has said he 
will decide on a run for president after the Legislature adjourns, 
which is expected Friday. 

Planned Parenthood says abortions account for just 3 percent 
of the services it provides. Planned Parenthood clinics perform 
1 million screenings for cervical cancer, 830,000 breast exams 
and some 4 million tests and treatments for sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases. Abortion-rights supporters say cutting funding for 
Planned Parenthood would primarily hurt poor women who of¬ 
ten have few choices for health care. 

Conservative lawmakers say, however, that any money the or¬ 
ganization receives at least indirectly supports abortions. “If 
we’re buying the roof over their head or their paper clips, we’re 
still subsidizing abortion,” said Republican Rep. Matt Ubelhor, 
who sponsored a bill to ban state grants or contracts to Planned 
Parenthood. 

Planned Parenthood officials have vowed to go to court to chal¬ 
lenge any legislative cut-off. Indiana social agencies say fed¬ 
eral law doesn’t allow states to choose which agencies receive 
Medicaid funds, so all $4 million of the state’s family planning 
funds could be frozen. □

NASA braces for Giffords, 
Obama, huge launch crowd

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 

- Rep. Gabrielle Giffords left 
hospitals behind Wednesday 
for the first time since her 
tragic shooting nearly four 
months ago and traveled to 
NASA territory for the next- 
to-last space shuttle launch 
with her husband in com¬ 
mand. 

“Gabby is looking forward to 
some time away from the re¬ 
hab center & the chance to see 
Captain Mark Kelly launch 
again!” Giffords’ staff posted 
on her Facebook page. 

Space shuttle Endeavour is 
due to blast off Friday after¬ 
noon with Kelly at the helm. 
It will be Endeavour’s fi¬ 
nal voyage after 19 years of 
spaceflight, as the shuttle era 
nears the end. 

NASA managers said they’re 
thrilled to host Giffords, even 
though her presence requires 
a little extra care and atten¬ 
tion. She flew by NASA jet 
from Houston to Florida’s 
Space Coast, a day behind the 
other astronauts’ wives and 
children. 

“She’s NASA family,” said 
Mike Moses, chairman of the 
mission management team. 
Since she was critically 
wounded in the Jan. 8 shoot¬ 
ing, the Arizona congress- 
woman has been in hospitals 

— first in Tucson, Ariz., and 
then in Houston for rehabilita¬ 
tion. NASA was staying mum 
on Giffords’ whereabouts. Her 
staff confirmed her departure 
from Houston for Florida. 

The other VIP — President 
Barack Obama — will arrive 
on launch day. He’ll bring 
his wife and two daughters 
in what will be the first visit 
by a first family for a launch. 
Only two other sitting presi¬ 
dents have ever witnessed a 
manned launch: Richard Nix¬ 
on for Apollo 12 in 1969 and 
Bill Clinton for John Glenn’s 
return to orbit in 1998 aboard 
shuttle Discovery. 

With only two space shuttle 
launches remaining, every¬ 
one, it seems, is jostling for a 
front-row seat. 

An estimated 40,000 guests 
are expected at Kennedy 
Space Center on launch day.

Outside the gates, the crowd 
is expected to be the biggest 
in years, if not decades.

Endeavour and its six-man 
crew are bound for the Inter¬ 
national Space Station. They 
will deliver a $2 billion phys¬ 
ics experiment and a load 
of spare station parts. Four 
spacewalks are planned dur¬ 
ing the 14- to 16-day mission. 
Good weather is forecast for 
the launch: an 80 percent 
chance. 

No public appearances or 
statements by Giffords are 
planned. She will return to 
her rehab hospital in Houston 
soon after the launch, accord¬ 
ing to her staff. □ 
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NC teacher faces sex charges after student essay

A former high school band teacher in North 
Carolina was arrested on sex charges after a 
young woman wrote in an essay in her college 
newspaper that he got her pregnant — and took 
her to get an abortion — when she was his stu¬ 
dent. 

The essay, “I had an affair with my high school 
teacher,” used some fake names but identified 
the Winston-Salem school, and the principal 
there tipped off authorities. It was originally 
written for a composition class at North Caro¬ 
lina Central University and appeared in the 
campus paper this month as part of an annual 
special section. 

The piece, which describes a relationship that 
started when the student was 17 and her teach¬ 
er 24, begins with a chilling description of the 
abortion. 

“The sound of the vacuum still rings in my ears 
almost three years later,” she wrote. “He had 
taken me to Greensboro because he was scared 
of someone from school or anyone catching us 
together at the abortion clinic — didn’t want 
anyone 'getting the wrong idea.’” 


The teacher, Terry Lamar Jones, now 28, turned 
himself in on Monday and was charged with 
64 felony counts of sex with a student, each 
one punishable by 15 months in prison. He was 
jailed on $500,000 bail. 

Jones’ attorney, David Freedman, said: “People 
are quick to judge in matters when people are 
charged, especially when a teacher is accused 
of having a relationship with a student.” 

The woman, now a college junior, used her real 
name in the essay, and it was published along 
with a photo, but The Associated Press is not 
identifying her because police consider her a 
victim of a sex crime. 

Repeated attempts to reach her were unsuc¬ 
cessful. She changed the name of her former 
teacher, as well as that of another student she 
said had a sexual relationship with him, and 
all but one reference to her alma mater, Park¬ 
land High. Investigators refused to give details 
about their investigation, saying only that they 
spoke with the student last week. 

Jones left the Winston-Salem school system in 
November 2008. 

Freedman and district officials would not give 
details about his departure^

RALEIGH, N.C. - When 
Pope John Paul II moves one 
step away from sainthood on 
Sunday, the event will be cel¬ 
ebrated in cathedrals, high 
schools and homes by Ameri¬ 
can Roman Catholics who 
revere the Polish pontiff like 
none before him. 

Other American Catholics see 
the occasion as a reminder that 
the charismatic, globe-trotting 
pope was a better leader for 
the world at large than for his 
own flock. 

John Paul II has only been 
dead for six years, but his 
27-year tenure as leader of 
the church is already being 


harkened to by believers as a 
golden age, when Catholicism 
faced down Soviet Commu¬ 
nism and won admirers from 
all faiths. They see the sched¬ 
uled beatification in Rome as 
the obvious way to recognize 
the man referred to by many 
as John Paul the Great. 

“It’s a huge deal, especially 
here in the U.S., in this secular¬ 
ized culture that we’re moving 
towards, what he called the 
culture of death,” said Justin 
Braga, 28, of Waltham, Mass. 
“He was standing up against 
that. He wanted to maintain 
the sacredness of things.” 

The focus on the first pope to 
truly harness the global media 
is a welcome break for many 


Catholics weary of fights over 
doctrine and politics, and the 
still-raw anger generated by 
the sexual abuse scandals un¬ 
covered in the last decade. For 
some Catholics, John Paul II’s 
papacy is inseparable from 
those troubles. 

“There are lots of people say¬ 
ing he was a great pope for the 
world, but not nearly as great 
a pope for the church,” said 
Thomas Groome, chairman 
of the Department of Reli¬ 
gious Education and Pastoral 
Ministry at Boston College. 
“Many Catholics feel he did 
not embrace the spirit of re¬ 
newal and reform heralded by 
the Second Vatican Council.” 
Beatification is the next-to- 
last step before a Catholic 
is formally declared a saint, 
meaning the church teaches 
that person is definitely in 
heaven. In order to be beati¬ 
fied, which confers the title 
“blessed,” a person’s life has 
to stand up to a thorough in¬ 
vestigation, and one miracle 
has to be attributed to the 
candidate. There’s normally 
a five-year waiting period be¬ 
tween a candidate’s death and 
when the process begins, but 
Pope Benedict XVI waived 
that for his predecessor. 

John Paul II won’t become 
a saint until he’s canonized, 
which requires the documen¬ 
tation of another miracle, usu¬ 
ally a cure for an illness that 
medical science can’t explain. 
A beatified person can be ven¬ 
erated in local churches, but 
saints can be celebrated any¬ 
where in the world. □

ALBANY, N.Y. - A lesbian 
cadet who resigned from West 
Point last year has been re¬ 
jected for readmission to the 
academy even as the military 
moves toward repealing its 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy. 
Officials at the U.S. Military 
Academy said they had no 
choice but to reject Katherine 
Miller’s application, because 
the repeal of the policy bar¬ 
ring gays from serving openly 


in the military is not in effect 
yet. 

The repeal did not occur im¬ 
mediately after President 
Barack Obama signed the leg¬ 
islation in December as train¬ 
ing and certification are re¬ 
quired before the ban is lifted. 
Miller left West Point in Au¬ 
gust, halfway through her 
stint at the academy, saying 
she couldn’t lie about her sex¬ 
uality anymore. 

“While the don’t ask, don’t tell 
policy was recently changed 
and will be repealed, the ef¬ 
fective date has not yet been 
determined,” said Lt. Col. 
Sherri Reed, the academy’s 
director of public affairs, in a 
statement. “Due to this situa¬ 
tion, West Point is unable to 
offer her readmission at this 
time.” 

Miller enjoyed attending the 
historic academy looming 
over the Hudson River and 
she thrived there, ranking 
ninth in her class when she 
left. But she said keeping her 
sexuality a secret violated the 
academy’s honor code and 
nagged at her conscience. It 
was hard for her to remain 
silent when her fellow cadets 
made derogatory comments 
about gays. 

She filed her resignation just 
as she was to begin her ju¬ 
nior year. The 21-year-old 
from Findlay, Ohio, instantly 
became a prominent face in 
the debate over gays serving 
openly. □

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Florida legislature nears Medicaid overhaul vote

DAVIE, Fla. - A crucial experiment in the future 
of Medicaid is playing out in Florida, where both 
houses of the Legislature are vying to find ways to 
drastically cut costs, manage care and reduce waste 
and fraud. 

The cuts and changes being sought by the 
Republican-led Legislature and encouraged by the 
new Republican governor, Rick Scott, a wealthy 
former hospital company executive, are deeper than 
those in many other states. 

In the past 11 years, the cost of Medicaid in Florida 
has grown to $21 billion from $9 billion and amounts 
to a third of the state budget. The federal government 
pays more than half the tab. 

“There is a consensus that the Medicaid system is 
irretrievably broken,” said State Sen. Joe Negron, a 
Republican who took the lead in writing the Senate 
bill, which is expected to come to a vote before the 
legislative session ends a week from Friday. The 
House approved its bill this month. The changes 
could go into effect as early as next year. 

“I’ve never seen something where we are spending 
$21 billion and nobody is happy,” Negron said. “We 
were not going to kick the can down the road another 


year. 

Relying loosely on a five-year-old pilot program to 
shift care to HMOs, Florida lawmakers are poised 
to scrap the traditional model in which the state 
pays doctors for each service they perform. Instead, 
almost all of Florida’s Medicaid recipients would 
be funneled into state-authorized, for-profit HMOs 
or networks run by hospitals or doctors. HMOs or 
networks would also manage the long-term care 
of the elderly, shifting them away from nursing 
homes and leading to an expansion in-home care. 
Lawmakers who support the bill say the state needs 
this flexibility in curtailing the exploding cost of 
Medicaid. 

The Florida legislation is being closely watched 
by other states as they tackle the rapid growth of 
enrollment and the cost of care. Because Florida has 
3 million Medicaid patients and a high number of 
uninsured people, a swift jump into managed care 
would be significant. And while many states use 
managed care for Medicaid users in one form or 
other, the Florida proposals stand out because they 
would set possible limits on services, giving the state 
and HMOs the right to deny some benefits that are 
now offered to patients. This would require federal 
permission. 


“If Florida adopts this method of looking at managed 
care, other states will definitely look at that, and this 
is a tool we can use,” said Michael W. Gamer, the 
president of the Florida Association of Health Plans, 
which lobbies for HMOs. “The toolbox is pretty 
empty right now.” 

But there is concern across the state that the emerging 
proposals will not only reduce available health care 
for millions, but also leave the most vulnerable - the 
disabled, the elderly and those with serious chronic 
illnesses - at risk. An April study of the pilot program 
by Georgetown University raised doubts about 
patient services and cost efficiency, saying there was 
too little data. For some, the proposals hold a fearful 
prospect. 

Vicki Ahem, 40, a single mother in Davie, Fla., who 
is her son’s full-time caregiver, spent several years 
trying to cobble together a network of specialists and 
physical therapists across several counties to help 
her son, Keith, 16, grapple with muscular dystrophy, 
spinal injuries and debilitating pain. 

Then, suddenly, the network cmmbled. With 10 
days’ notice, Ahern said, Keith was shuttled into 
the HMO pilot project, which transferred Medicaid 
patients in five counties to HMOs and hospital- or 
doctor-mn networks. □ 


Organic Skincare, Hair Products Can Trigger Allergies

Wenonah Madison-Sauer, 36, 
co-owner of a farm and take¬ 
out restaurant on Martha’s 
Vineyard, tries to be eco-con- 
scious about not just food but 
also cosmetics. For her first¬ 
born son, Waylon, she used 
biodynamic calendula-based 


products anointed by NaTrue, 
an international third-party 
certifier of natural and or¬ 
ganic skincare and cosmetics. 
But her second, Amos, now 2 
1/2, is gooped up with Hydro- 
latum, a creamy petroleum- 
derived, non-organic cream 
that comes in a large plastic 
tub. Amos has food allergies, 


which have resulted in atopic 
dermatitis and eczema. Much 
of what he is allergic to (tree 
nuts, peanuts, seeds and coco¬ 
nut) is found - in oil form as 
emollients - in organic prod¬ 
ucts. 

“I didn’t want to use Hydrola- 
tum,” Madison-Sauer said, but 
“it’s the only thing that locks 
in moisture and protects him 
against certain things touching 
his skin. It seals him.” 

While most skincare and hair 
care is filled with potential al¬ 
lergy triggers, it turns out that 
organic versions are, to green 
parents’ dismay, among the 
worst offenders. “Generally 
the more expensive organic 
products have more aller¬ 
gens; they’re in their purest 
form,” said Lisa Borden, 39, a 
Toronto-based mother whose 
8-year-old daughter is allergic 
to peanuts, nuts and kiwi. Dr. 
Hauschka, one popular certi¬ 
fied natural line celebrated for 


its purity, is chockablock with 
potential irritants: Its products 
contain organic almond, sun¬ 
flower, peanut, macadamia 
and argan oils. 

This could be worrisome 
(however needlessly) in a lip 
balm. “Allergy from ingested 
tree nuts is a Type I anaphy¬ 
laxis-type allergy, which can 
be life threatening,” said Dr. 
Maryann Mikhail, an attend¬ 
ing dermatologist at Beth Is¬ 
rael Medical Center in New 
York. More common is a Type 
IV, contact allergy - not “life- 
threatening,” Mikhail said, 
though it can cause “horrible 
eczema.” 

Getting advice on what cos¬ 
metics are safe can be a game 
of hot potato: Brands from Dr. 
Hauschka to the dermatolo¬ 
gist’s office staple Cetaphil 
all urge consumers to talk to 
their health care providers, 
while many doctors tell their 
patients to check with manu¬ 


facturers. Dr. Amy Wechsler, 
a dermatologist in New York 
whose daughter is allergic to 
salmon (and formerly to eggs), 
has called companies herself 
and suggests patients read all 
labels, since allergens pop up 
in unexpected places. 

But labels with long chemical 
names can be hard to decipher. 
Labeling laws in the United 
States are more relaxed than 
those in Europe and Canada, 
which mandate clearer warn¬ 
ings of potential allergens. 
Online message boards like 
the Allergic Living Talking Al¬ 
lergies Forum offer commis¬ 
eration and the latest news on 
companies that have reformu¬ 
lated products with no warn¬ 
ing (the newish fragrance-free 
version of Burt’s Bees baby 
shampoo contains sweet al¬ 
mond oil, the perfumed one 
does not), but there’s no go-to 
database of safe cosmetics for 
people with food allergies. Q 
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Afghan officer opens fire, kills 9 Americans

KABUL, Afghanistan - A vet¬ 
eran Afghan military pilot 
said to be distressed over his 
personal finances opened fire 
at Kabul airport after an argu¬ 
ment Wednesday, killing eight 
U.S. troops and an American 
civilian contractor. 

Those killed were trainers and 
advisers for the nascent Af¬ 
ghan air force. The shooting

was the deadliest attack by a 
member of the Afghan secu¬ 
rity forces, or an insurgent im¬ 
personating them, on coalition 
troops or Afghan soldiers or 
policemen. There have been 
seven such attacks so far this 
year. 

Although the individual cir¬ 
cumstances may differ, the 
incidents of Afghans turning 
against their coalition partners 
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seem to reflect growing anti¬ 
foreigner sentiment indepen¬ 
dent of the Taliban. Afghans 
are increasingly tired of the 
nearly decade-long war and 
think their lives have not im¬ 
proved despite billions of dol¬ 
lars in international aid. 

The Taliban, who are current¬ 
ly staging their opening sal¬ 
vos of the spring fighting sea¬ 
son, boasted that the gunman 
in Wednesday’s airport attack 
was a militant impersonating 
an army officer. 

This claim did not seem cred¬ 
ible, however. 

Defense Ministry spokesman 
Gen. Mohammad ZahirAzimi 
said the gunman was an offi¬ 
cer who had served as a pilot 
in the Afghan military for the 
past 20 years. The gunman — 


identified as Ahmad Gul, 48, 
of Tarakhail district in Kabul 
province — died in an ex¬ 
change of fire that followed 
his attack. 

The gunman’s brother in¬ 
sisted he was not a Taliban 
sympathizer. 

“He was under economic 
pressures and recently he 
sold his house. He was not 
in a normal frame of mind 
because of these pressures,” 
said the brother, Dr. Moham¬ 
mad Hassan Sahibi. “He was 
going through a very difficult 
period of time in his life.” 
“He served his country for 
years,” Sahibi told Tolo, a 
private television station in 
Kabul. “He loved his people 
and his country. He had no 
link with Taliban or al-Qai- 


da.” 

Sahibi said his brother was 
wounded four or five times 
during his military service — 
once seriously when his heli¬ 
copter crashed. 

The shooting took place at 
10:25 a.m. at Kabul’s airport. 
The gunman opened fire at a 
meeting in an operations room 
at the Afghan Air Corps fol¬ 
lowing an argument with for¬ 
eigners, Afghan defense offi¬ 
cials said. 

It was unclear what the argu¬ 
ment was about.

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Palestinian officials: 
Unity agreement reached

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip - 
Palestinians have reached 
initial agreement on reuniting 
their rival governments in the 
West Bank and Gaza, officials 
from both sides said Wednes¬ 
day, a step that would remove 
a main obstacle in the way of 
peace efforts with Israel. 

Even before the agreement 
was to be signed, however, 
key questions about how to 
unify rival security forces re¬ 
mained unsolved. Israel im¬ 
mediately rejected the pros¬ 
pect of a Palestinian govern¬ 
ment including Hamas, and 
the U.S. expressed similar 
concerns. 

Fatah and Hamas officials 
said the plan, brokered by 
Egypt, calls for the formation 
of a single caretaker govern¬ 
ment in the coming days. The 
government would administer 
day-to-day business until new 
presidential and legislative 
elections are held in exactly 
one year.V “We have a com¬ 
prehensive agreement now. 
We have agreed on all the is¬ 
sues,” said Azzam al-Ahmed, 
the chief Fatah negotiator in 
the reconciliation talks. It was 
not clear when the agreement 
would be signed. Hani Mas- 
ri, a member of a Palestin¬ 
ian delegation that met with 
Hamas leaders in Syria and 
the new leadership in Egypt, 


said the political upheavals 
in both countries pushed the 
two rivals together and “made 
the agreement possible.’’Al- 
Ahmed said that under the 
deal, Fatah and Hamas securi¬ 
ty forces would be unified and 
“restructured” under “Arab 
supervision.” 

In a sign of the sticky is¬ 
sues that remain unresolved, 
Hamas officials in Gaza said 
their security forces would 
retain control over the coastal 
strip for the time being. The 
Hamas officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity pend¬ 
ing a formal announcement in 
Cairo later Wednesday. 

The issue of the security forc¬ 
es lies at the heart of the Pal¬ 
estinian rift. Fatah and Hamas 
formed a short-lived unity 
government in 2007, only to 
see it disintegrate in several 
days of fighting in Gaza. 
Hamas forces routed Fatah 
loyalists and have ruled Gaza 
since, leaving the Western- 
backed President Mahmoud 
Abbas in control of only the 
West Bank. The Palestinians 
claim both territories, located 
on opposite sides of Israel, 
for a future independent state, 
along with east Jerusalem. 

The internal rift has prevented 
the Palestinians from speak¬ 
ing in one voice. That, in turn, 
has made it next to impossible 
to move ahead with peace ef¬ 
forts with Israel.□ 


Former First lady of South 
Vietnam dies in Rome

ROME - Madame Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, the outspoken beauty 
who served as South Viet¬ 
nam’s unofficial first lady ear¬ 
ly on in the Vietnam War and 
earned the nickname “Dragon 
Fady” for her harsh criticism 
of protesting Buddhist monks 
and communist sympathizers, 
has died at age 86, a Rome fu¬ 
neral home said Wednesday. 
She died on Easter Sunday in 
a Rome hospital. The Gual- 
andri funeral home said she 
was registered as Tran Fe 
Xuan, her original Vietnam¬ 
ese name, meaning “Beautiful 
Spring.”

cret police, and his bachelor 
brother, President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, who served from 1955 
to 1963.

In the early 1960s, the trend¬ 
setting Madame Nhu was 
often photographed with her 
bouffant hairdo and glamor¬ 
ous clothes, including a tight 
version of the traditional silk 
tunic known as the ao dai, 
which showcased her slender 
body.

Nigeria: Delayed vole looms in northern states

KADUNA, Nigeria - Two 
states in oil-rich Nigeria hit 
hard by religious rioting that 
killed at least 500 people fol¬ 
lowing the country’s presi¬ 
dential election will hold gu¬ 
bernatorial races Thursday. 
Whether the public emerges 
from ruined neighborhoods 
to vote amid burned churches 
and mosques remains another 
question. Bauchi and Kaduna 
states in Nigeria’s Muslim 
north will hold the local races 
after the majority of the coun¬ 
try voted Tuesday in the polls. 
Official results have yet to be 
released by the country’s In¬ 
dependent National Electoral 
Commission from those rac¬ 
es, as ballot box thefts and vi¬ 
olence accompanied the polls 
in Africa’s most populous na¬ 
tion. Though these elections 
were better than previously 
marred ones carried out in the 
12-year-old democracy, the 
troubles showed Nigeria still 
faces challenges in holding 
credible elections. 

“You see, in this country, de¬ 


mocracy is premature,” said 
Abdullah Fanap, 68, who 
voted Tuesday in the rural vil¬ 
lage of Yelwa in Plateau state. 
“Here in the north, we have a 
long way to go.” 

The gubernatorial races carry 
tremendous importance be¬ 
cause governors represent the 
closest embodiment of power 
many ever see in a nation of 
150 million people. The po¬ 
sitions provide many politi¬ 
cians with personal fiefdoms 


where oil money sluices into 
unwatched state coffers that 
exceed those of neighboring 
nations. 

In Kaduna, 111 miles (180 
kilometers) away from the 
country’s capital of Abuja, the 
state’s Christian governor fac¬ 
es a challenge from a Muslim 
opposition already embold¬ 
ened by presidential results 
showing the region voted 
against the ruling People’s 
Democratic Party. □

Yemenis in at least 18 cities 
and towns launched a civil dis¬ 
obedience campaign Wednes¬ 
day in an escalation of their 
more than two-month-old 
uprising to bring down long- 
serving President Ali Abdul¬ 
lah Saleh. Shops, schools 
and government offices were 
shuttered. The closures are 
planned twice weekly un¬ 
til Saleh steps down, activ¬ 
ists said.

continue Tibet’s struggle for 
autonomy. 

“I hope, one, to keep the Ti¬ 
bet issue alive and so that the 
sacrifices made inside Tibet 
and the ongoing suffering of 
Tibetans will not be forgot¬ 
ten by the world,” he said by 
phone from Washington. 
While the government-in-ex- 
ile has existed for decades, it 
has long been seen as a pow¬ 
erless reflection of the wishes 
of the Dalai Lama, the exiled 
75-year-old Tibetan Buddhist 
spiritual leader worshipped 
as a near-deity by many 
followers. □

BEIRUT - The city at the heart 
of Syria’s monthlong uprising 
ran low on food, water and

MIT class studies Kenyan 
slum’s clinic quandary

NAIROBI, Kenya - The 
clinic’s paperwork carried 
a common medical symbol 
— a snake coiling around a 
wooden rod. But that simple 
insignia sparked a rumor in 
Nairobi’s largest slum: The 
U.S.-funded clinic was a cen¬ 
ter for snake worshipping. 

For the poor residents of 
Kibera, who have little expo¬ 
sure to the medical commu¬ 
nity, that conclusion was logi¬ 
cal. Africans sometimes turn 
to traditional healers or witch 
doctors. 

But the false rumor was just a 
part of a puzzle for the clinic: 
If the clinic is high quality, 
close by and nearly free, why 
weren’t more slum residents 
using it? 

Students from one of Ameri¬ 
ca’s most exclusive universi¬ 
ties were called in to find out, 


as part of their class aimed 
at increasing efficiencies 
of health facilities in Third 
World countries. They soon 
found themselves in a crowd¬ 
ed and fetid slum, one of the 
poorest in the world. 

The clinic is run by Caro¬ 
lina for Kibera, an aid group 
co-founded by a University 
of North Carolina graduate 
and two Kenyans. The group 
turned to Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology profes¬ 
sor Anjali Sastry, who sends 
graduate students across Af¬ 
rica and India for her Global 
Health Delivery Project class. 
The aim is for students to 
identify and study systemic 
problems at clinics or hos¬ 
pitals and offer lasting solu¬ 
tions. 

The four students who trav¬ 
eled to Nairobi last month 
squeezed through Kibera’s 
muddy back alleys, past one- 


room tin shacks and jumped 
over slimy streams of sewage 
in search of ways to increase 
the clinic’s client base. 

The answer could be found 
only by entering Nairobi’s 
most cast-down homes and 
listening to a poor but proud 
population. Many residents, 
the students heard, didn’t even 
know about the CFK clinic. 
Others cited social stigmas, 
like the idea that if something 
is free it’s low quality. For 
many, the clinic was simply a 
mystery. 

“Someone said, ‘They draw 
blood and we don’t know 
what they do with it,”’ said 
Nirav Patel, 29, one of the four 
researchers. He was so com¬ 
mitted to finding out why the 
clinic wasn’t attracting more 
patients that he intended to 
do interviews at night, when 
more men were at home. But 
the level of crime made walk¬ 
ing around at night too risky. 
Kibera is a maze of rusty 
shacks crammed between 
open sewers. Bags of human 
waste — dubbed “flying toi¬ 
lets” — are thrown from hous¬ 
es after dark because criminal 
attacks make public toilets too 
risky. Fly-covered fish heads 
discarded from upmarket es¬ 
tablishments are a delicacy in 
a neighborhood where most 
people live on $1 a day. 

The four MIT researchers 
visited 75 homes, learning 
how much people made (not 
much), what they valued in 
doctor visits (quality and re¬ 
spect) and why they didn’t 
go to the clinic (many didn’t 
know they could).Q

His Conservative opponents, 
favorites to win another term, 
are making relentless use of 
the more than 30 years he 
lived in Europe and the U.S. 
“Michael Ignatieff. Just vis¬ 
iting,” goes one election ad. 
“Back in Canada. But for how 
long?” mocks another. 
Meanwhile, the verve and 
braininess that captivated his 
TV audiences in Britain, or 
his students at Harvard, have 
failed to galvanize the for¬ 
tunes of the Liberal Party that 
he took over in 2009. 

Stephen Harper, prime min¬ 
ister since 2006, looks set to 
triumph again, and this time 
perhaps achieve the outright 
majority that has so far elud¬ 
ed him. If so, it will be the 
Conservative leader’s third 
straight victory, and he will 
surely present it as further 
progress toward killing the 
notion that the Liberals, once 
the home of such luminaries 
as Lester Pearson and Pierre 
Trudeau, are Canada’s “natu¬ 
ral party of government.” 

“Are we witnessing the 
strange death of Liberal Can¬ 
ada?” Asked John Ivison, a

respected political commen¬ 
tator, in the online National 
Post on Tuesday. 

He wrote after EKOS, a 

private polling company, 

shocked Canadians by show¬ 
ing the Conservatives at 33.7 
percent, the New Democratic 
Party at 28 and the Liberals 
at 23.7, meaning Ignatieff 
wouldn’t even serve as leader 
of the opposition in Parlia¬ 
ment.

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Libyan tribes call on Kadhafi to go

Chiefs or representatives 
of 61 tribes from across the 
North African country called 
for an end to Kadhafi’s four- 
decade rule, in a joint state¬ 
ment released by French writ¬ 
er Bemard-Henri Levy. 

“Faced with the threats 
weighing on the unity of our 
country, faced with the ma¬ 
noeuvres and propaganda of 
the dictator and his family, 
we solemnly declare: Nothing 
will divide us,” said the state¬ 
ment, released on Wednesday 
in Benghazi. 

“We share the same ideal of 
a free, democratic and united 
Libya. 

“The Libya of tomorrow, once 
the dictator has gone, will be 
a united Libya, with Tripoli as 
its capital and where we will 
at last be free to build a civil 
society according to our own 
wishes,” it said. 

Levy has become an unof¬ 
ficial spokesman in Paris for 
the revolt and is credited with 
pressing President Nicolas 
Sarkozy to mobilise interna¬ 


tional political and military 
support for it. 

“Each of the tribes in Libya 
is represented by at least a 
representative. In this list of 
61 signatures, some tribes are 
represented 100 percent, oth¬ 
ers are still divided,” he said. 
Their call came as rebels said 
they had managed to push 
back Kadhafi’s forces and se¬ 
cure the port of besieged Mis¬ 
rata, a day after it came under 
sustained rocket fire. 

The insurgents said NATO 
raids overnight enabled them 
to force Kadhafi’s troops 40 
kilometres (25 miles) from 
the city, which is pressed by 


regime forces from the east, 
west and south. 

That put Kadhafi’s Grad rock¬ 
ets out of range of the port, an 
aid conduit for rebels in the 
western city of half a million 
people under siege for more 
than seven weeks. 

Further west, Kadhafi forces 
were massed in force in an 
apparent bid to recapture 
the Dehiba border post with 
Tunisia, a Western military 
source said. Witnesses said 
the area was rocked by artil¬ 
lery and mortar fire. “There is 
a lot of fire in the area at the 
foot of the mountains,” said a 
taxi driver at the border, 200 


kilometres (125 miles) south 
of Ras Jdir, the main crossing 
point into Tunisia that the reb¬ 
els seized on Thursday. 
Security sources in Tunis said 
Kadhafi fighters tried earlier 
Wednesday to enter Tunisia at 
a point south of Dehiba in a 
bid to sneak up on the rebels, 
but were stopped by Tunisian 
forces. 

Loyalists also again blasted 
the western rebel-held town 
of Zintan with rockets and 
gunfire as they have been 
since Sunday, medics and 
a witness said. Meanwhile, 
influential US Senator John 
McCain said Washington 
should arm the rebels. “There 
is a possibility if not a prob¬ 
ability of a stalemate, and that 
should be of deep concern to 
us,” the former presidential 
candidate and member of the 
Senate Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee told AFP in Paris. 

“The United States needs to 
recognise the TNC (Transi¬ 
tional National Council) as 
France and Italy have done. 
They need to get supplies and 
equipment into the liberation 
forces and we need to get 
American air power back into 
the fight.” McCain said he re¬ 
mains opposed to sending US 
ground troops to Libya, but 
confirmed that he supported 


sending weapons to the reb¬ 
els. 

“I think we could do the same 
thing that we did in the Af¬ 
ghan struggle against the 
Russians. There are ways to 
get weapons in without direct 
US supplying,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to US covert action in the 
1980s. 

Speaking to AFP before the 
rebels claimed they drove re¬ 
gime forces back from Misra¬ 
ta, the military spokesman in 
the rebels’ eastern stronghold 
of Benghazi said Kadhafi was 
determined to destroy the 
port. “This port is too much 
of a headache for Kadhafi 
so he wants to destroy it at 
whatever cost,” said Colonel 
Ahmed Omar Bani, military 
spokesman of the Transitional 
National Council (TNC). 
Hitting Kadhafi’s troops, he 
said, remained a challenge 
even for NATO’s forces as 
loyalists were using civil¬ 
ian areas in the outskirts — 
schools, shops and farms — to 
hide troops and weapons. 

“It is still hard for NATO to 
catch them. Kadhafi is staying 
far from the centre because it 
is safe for him,” he said, warn¬ 
ing that losing the port would 
be a “real disaster,” leaving 
civilians stranded without

A case for hell r 




Between Toiment and Happiness

Here’s a revealing snapshot 
of religion in America. On 
Easter Sunday, two of the 
top three books on Amazon, 
corn’s Religion and Spiritu¬ 
ality best-seller list mapped 
the geography of the afterlife. 
One was “Heaven Is for Real: 
A Little Boy’s Astounding 
Story of His Trip to Heaven 
and Back,” an account of a 
4-year-old’s near-death ex¬ 
perience, as dictated to his 
pastor father. The other was 
“Love Wins: A Book About 
Heaven, Hell, and the Fate 
of Every Person Who Ever 
Lived,” in which the evangel¬ 
ical preacher Rob Bell argues 
that hell might not exist. 

The publishing industry 
knows its audience. Even in 
our supposedly disenchant¬ 
ed age, large majorities of 
Americans believe in God and 
heaven, miracles and prayer. 
But belief in hell lags well 
behind, and the fear of dam¬ 
nation seems to have evapo¬ 
rated. Near-death stories are 
reliable sellers: There’s an¬ 
other book about a child’s 
return from paradise, “The 
Boy Who Came Back From 
Heaven,” just a little further 
down the Amazon rankings. 
But you’ll search the best¬ 
seller list in vain for “The In¬ 
vestment Banker Who Came 
Back From Hell.” 

In part, hell’s weakening grip 
on the religious imagination 
is a consequence of growing 
pluralism. Bell’s book begins 
with a provocative question: 
Are Christians required to be¬ 
lieve that Gandhi is in hell for 
being Hindu? The mahatma 
is a distinctive case, but swap 
in “my Hindu/Jewish/Bud¬ 
dhist neighbor” for Gandhi, 
and you can see why many 
religious Americans find the 
idea of eternal punishment for 
wrong belief increasingly in¬ 
credible. 


But the more important factor 
in hell’s eclipse, perhaps, is 
a peculiar paradox of moder¬ 
nity. As our lives have grown 
longer and more comfortable, 
our sense of outrage at human 
suffering - its scope, and its 
apparent randomness - has 
grown sharper as well. The 
argument that a good deity 
couldn’t have made a world 
so rife with cruelty is a staple 
of atheist polemic, and ev¬ 
ery natural disaster inspires a 
round of soul-searching over 
how to reconcile with God’s 
omnipotence with human an¬ 
guish. 

These debates ensure that 
earthly infernos get all the 
press. Hell means the Holo¬ 
caust, the suffering in Haiti, 
and all the ordinary “hell- 
mouths” (in the novelist Nor¬ 
man Rush’s resonant phrase) 
that can open up beneath our 
feet. And if it’s hard for the 
modem mind to understand 
why a good God would allow 
such misery on a temporal 
scale, imagining one who al¬ 
lows eternal suffering seems 
not only offensive but absurd. 
Doing away with hell, then, 
is a natural way for pastors 
and theologians to make their 
God seem more humane. The 
problem is that this move also 
threatens to make human life 
less fully human. 

Atheists have license to scoff 
at damnation, but to believe 
in God and not in hell is ul¬ 
timately to disbelieve in the 
reality of human choices. If 
there’s no possibility of say¬ 
ing no to paradise then none 
of our no’s have any real 
meaning either. They’re like 
home mns or strikeouts in a 
children’s game where no¬ 
body’s keeping score. 

In this sense, a doctrine of 
universal salvation turns out 
to be as deterministic as the 
more strident forms of scien¬ 
tific materialism. Instead of 
making us prisoners of our 
glands and genes, it makes us 
prisoners of God himself. We 
can check out any time we 
want, but we can never really 
leave. 

The doctrine of hell, by con¬ 
trast, assumes that our choices 
are real, and that we are the 
choices that we make.Q

WASHINGTON - April is the 
cruelest month for Chrissy 
Lee Polis. 

The 22-year-old stopped by 
the Rosedale, Md., McDon¬ 
ald’s, just east of Baltimore, 
last week. 

Two patrons, an 18-year-old 
woman named Teonna Mo¬ 
il ae Brown and a 14-year-old 
girl, seemed to come out of 
nowhere and began ferally as¬ 
saulting Polis. 

The savage pair may have 
been disturbed at the prospect 
that Polis was transgender. 
“They said, That’s a dude. 
That’s a dude. And she’s in the 
female bathroom,”’ Polis told 
The Baltimore Sun. 

The attackers spit on her, 
threw her on the floor, kicked 
her in the face and back, 
punched her in the nose, 
ripped her earrings out of her 
earlobes, dragged her by her 
hair across the restaurant and 
only stopped when she began 
to have an epileptic seizure 
and an older woman in a white 
track suit intervened. 

A McDonald’s employee, 
who captured it all on his 


cellphone, was fired after his 
video went viral on YouTube. 
“They all sat there and 
watched,” Polis told The Sun 
in a poignant video interview. 
“I think it’s a shame that peo¬ 
ple of my preference, I don’t 
care if you dress like a guy or 
a girl or anything, I feel like 
people should not have to be 
afraid to go out their house.” 
With long brown hair, a slen¬ 
der frame, a feminine manner 
and a Baltimore accent, Polis 
said her family had told her 
that she did not need to ex¬ 
plain herself, that she should 
“be who you are and go as 
you are.” 

But people at parties some¬ 
times want to fight her. 

“I have been raped before, 
too, because of who I am,” 
she said, adding: “It’s bring¬ 
ing me down, slowly but sure¬ 
ly down.” 

The suspects have been 
charged with assault, and the 
Baltimore County state’s at¬ 
torney office is determining 
whether it classifies as a hate 
crime. 

A week before the attack, 
Maryland’s Senate shelved 
a measure extending anti- 
discrimination protections to 
people who openly change 
their gender identity even 
though, as The Sun editori¬ 
alized, “It would have sent a 
powerful signal that transgen¬ 
der people are not fair game 
for bigots.” 

A rally against transgen¬ 
der violence at the Rosedale 
McDonald’s on Monday 
night featured Polis’ mother, 
grandmother and a crowd 
of 300, singing “We Shall 


Overcome.” Chrissy, no 
doubt afraid, stayed home. 
Her mother, Renee Carr, told 
The Washington Blade, a gay 
newspaper, that she supported 
her daughter “100 percent” 
and “I even carried her pock- 
etbook on the way to the bus 
stop as a kid.” 

Renee Richards’ father never 
talked to her about her sex 
change, but he did once chase 
after her in his car to bring her 
a purse she’d forgotten. 

An early icon for the trans¬ 
gender community, Richards 
is the subject of Eric Drath’s 
ESPN documentary playing 
at the Tribeca Film Festival. 
“Renee” recounts the painful 
transformation of Dr. Rich¬ 
ard Raskind, a Yale-educated 
ophthalmologist who married 
a beautiful model and had 
a son, to Renee Richards, a 
competitor on the women’s 
professional tennis circuit. 

In the mid-1970s, when I cov¬ 
ered tennis, Renee Richards 
was a supremely strange phe¬ 
nomenon as the pro tennis and 
legal worlds hotly debated the 
fairness of a “he/she” compet¬ 
ing against the likes of Chris 
Evert and Martina Navrati¬ 
lova. (Richards later coached 
Navratilova, helping with 
a couple of her Wimbledon 
championships.) 

As John McEnroe notes in 
the film: “I was weirded out 
just watching her from a dis¬ 
tance.” 

David Israel, a sports colum¬ 
nist on The Washington Star 
with me, wrote mordantly at 
the time: “Renee Richards 
proves that in sports the legs 
don’t always go first.’Q

MADRID (AP) — Lionel 
Messi lit up an ill-tempered 
Champions League semifinal 
on Wednesday with two goals 
in the last 15 minutes to give 
Barcelona a 2-0 victory at 10- 
man Real Madrid. 

Barcelona dominated through¬ 
out but only managed to break 
through after Madrid mid¬ 
fielder Pepe was red-carded in 
the 61 st at the Santiago Bema- 
beu Stadium. 

Madrid coach Jose Mourinho 
was sent to the stands for pro¬ 
testing the decision, which 
left Madrid playing with 10 
against Barcelona for the 
fourth straight game. 

Messi guided substitute Ibra¬ 
him Afellay’s cross through 
the legs of goalkeeper Iker 
Casillas to open the scoring in 
the 76th minute and with three 
minutes to play, the elusive 
Argentina forward brilliantly 
ghosted past three defenders 
before clipping the ball past 
Casillas for his 52nd goal of 
the season, and 11th in the 
Champions League. 

“We came here with a lot of 
problems, we had four players 
from the second team on the 
bench, but we controlled the 
ball,” said Barcelona coach 
Pep Guardiola, whose team 
was without injured midfield¬ 
er Andres Iniesta. 


“Real Madrid didn’t create 
any opportunities in the first 
half and to do this in this stadi¬ 
um in the Champions League 
semifinal is very difficult.” 
Mourinho has seen his team 
finish with 10 players in his 
last five matches against Bar¬ 
celona, counting Inter Milan’s 
1-0 defeat at Barcelona in the 
semifinal return leg last year. 
“If I say to (the referee) and 
to UEFA what I think and 
feel, my career ends today,” 
Mourinho said. “One day I 
hope to get an answer to the 
question: why?” 

It was Barcelona’s first win 
in three games between the 
bitter rivals in 12 days after 
a 1-1 league draw and a 1-0 
extra-time Copa del Rey final 
defeat. Madrid’s defense in 
Tuesday’s return leg will be 
short-handed with Pepe and 
Sergio Ramos both suspend¬ 
ed. Ramos was booked for a 
foul on Messi in the 53rd. 
Mourinho described progress 
to the final as “mission impos¬ 
sible” as he continued to be¬ 
moan his side’s treatment by 
the referee. If Barcelona does 
close out the victory, Man¬ 
chester United is most likely 
to be waiting in the May 28 
Wembley final after the Eng¬ 
lish side’s 2-0 win at Schalke 
on Tuesday. However, Guar¬ 


diola said he wouldn’t count 
out Mourinho’s team yet. 

“A team that has nine Euro¬ 
pean Cups never gives up on a 
series, I’m convinced of that,” 
Guardiola said. “We played 
a very good game. We con¬ 
trolled their counterattacks, 
their aerial game which is very 
dangerous.” 

Messi’s 179th goal moved 
him ahead of Josep Samitier 
to trail only Cesar Rodriguez 
(235) and Laszlo Kubala (196) 


in goals scored for the club. 
“At 23 ... That’s incredible,” 
Guardiola said. 

Both coaches had stoked ten¬ 
sions on the eve of the match, 
with Guardiola launching an 
expletive-filled attack against 
Mourinho, and the ill-will 
spilled over into the match. 
Substitute Barcelona ‘keeper 
Jose Manuel Pinto was the 
first to be sent off for a red 
card at halftime as the two 
teams skirmished while leav¬ 


ing the field. 

Pinto’s sending off left Barce¬ 
lona without a reserve ‘keeper 
as the frustration of being un¬ 
able to exploit 70 percent of 
the possession in the first 45 
minutes seemed to boiled over.

Three-time Olympian Jen 
Rhines of the United States, 
who has concentrated on 
shorter events, will return af¬ 
ter a five-year marathon hia¬ 
tus. 

The 3 5-year-old Keflezighi 
looks to run in another Olym¬ 
pics to add to the silver medal 
he won at the 2004 Athens 


Games. He said he’s recov¬ 
ered from a knee injury that 
occurred during an alterca¬ 
tion with a dog in Central Park 
during a training jaunt before 
the NYC Half-Marathon in 
March. The dog nipped at him, 
and he attempted to get out of 
the way. He finished 15th. 

“It’s nice to run without pain,” 
Keflezighi said. 

He is familiar with short turn¬ 
arounds between marathons. 
After the second-place finish 
in Athens, he was runner-up 
70 days later at the NYC Mar¬ 
athon. 

“He’s a little older, so he has 
to take care of his body,” said 
Hawi Keflezighi, his brother 
and manager. 

Keflezighi will run his sev¬ 
enth NYC Marathon, where 
he’s had five top-10 finishes. 
The runner from Eritrea, who 
graduated from UCLA and 
became a U.S. citizen in 1998, 
has finished on every step of 
the podium, sixth (last year) 
and ninth. 

“New York has been good to 


me,” he said. 

Olympic speedskating gold 
medalist Apolo Anton Ohno 
will run his first marathon. He 
characterized his training as 
“sporadic” because he often 
travels. His longest run is 10 
miles so far. 

“I’ve been cross-training and 
boxing,” said Ohno, who add¬ 
ed he’s been working out with 
NFL players. 

TV host A1 Roker, actor Ed 
Norton and Yankee Curtis 
Granderson were at Central 
Park on Wednesday for the an¬ 
nouncement of lottery winners 
for the race. A record 140,000 
runners applied for the mara¬ 
thon, and about 45,000 will 
compete in the 26.2-mile, 
five-borough race.q 
The 2010 event had an eco¬ 
nomic impact of $340 million, 
according to NYRR president 
and race director Mary Wit¬ 
tenberg. That was a 25 per¬

IISOC, IOC seek decision on “Six Month Rule” 


DENVER (AP) — The U.S. and Interna¬ 
tional Olympic committees asked the high¬ 
est court in sports for a ruling Wednesday on 
a contentious anti-doping rule that threat¬ 
ens to keep American sprinter LaShawn 
Merritt from defending his 400-meter title 
at the 2012 London Games. 

The USOC and IOC asked the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport for clarity on the so- 
called “Six Month Rule,” which bars any 
athlete who has received an anti-doping 
ban of more than a half year from compet¬ 
ing in the next Olympics. 

Merritt, winner of the 400 meters in Beijing 
and world champion in 2009, received a 
21-month suspension after testing positive 
for a banned substance found in a male en¬ 
hancement product. His ban ends this July, 
but under the IOC rule in its current form, 
he still would be ineligible for London. 

The Associated Press reported in March 
that the IOC and USOC were seeking a 
definitive answer to this question — and 
also wanted a ruling as early as possible to 
avoid legal issues in the weeks before the 
Olympics start in July 2012. 

On Wednesday, the organizations came to¬ 
gether to ask for help on an issue they es¬ 
sentially don’t agree on — one that needs 
to be resolved well before the start of next 
summer’s Olympic trials. Under the current 
rule, Merritt would technically be eligible 
for U.S. Olympic trials, but there would be 
no incentive to allow him to compete there 
if he wouldn’t be able to run at the Olym¬ 
pics. “I’d like to thank the IOC for their 
willingness to proceed in this manner and 


for the quality and the tone of the discus¬ 
sions that we have had regarding this mat¬ 
ter,” USOC CEO Scott Blackmun said. 

The rule went into effect ahead of the Bei¬ 
jing Olympics, but has been widely criti¬ 
cized by those who believe it amounts to a 
second penalty that doesn’t withstand legal 
scrutiny. The IOC, meanwhile, says it is 
not a sanction but an eligibility rule and the 
Olympic body determines who can partici¬ 
pate in an event. 

Merritt’s case went to arbitration and his 
suspension was reduced from two years to 
21 months because he cooperated with the 
investigation. In their decision, arbitrators 
contested the IOC rule and there was some 
confusion as to who — the IOC, USOC, 
Merritt or someone else — needed to bring 
the case to CAS. 

In a statement announcing the joint re¬ 
quest with the USOC, IOC director general 
Christophe De Kepper signaled that the 
IOC would abide by the CAS ruling. 

“This arbitration will provide certainty in 
the lead up to the 2012 London Olympic 
Games,” De Kepper said. 

Also in need of a ruling in this case is Amer¬ 
ican swimmer Jessica Hardy, who missed 
the 2008 Beijing Olympics after testing 
positive for clenbuterol. She was found to 
have unknowingly taken the banned agent 
in a contaminated food supplement and her 
two-year suspension was reduced to one. 
Both Hardy and Merritt are represented by 
attorney Howard Jacobs, who did not im¬ 
mediately respond messages from AP seek¬ 
ing comment. □

NEW YORK - Apple Inc. de¬ 
nied Wednesday that iPhones 
store a record of their users’ 
movements for up to a year 
and blamed privacy concerns 
partly on a misunderstanding. 
A data file publicized by se¬ 
curity researchers last week 
doesn’t store users’ locations, 
but a list of Wi-Fi hotspots 
and cell towers in their gen¬ 
eral area, the company said. It 
promised software fixes to ad¬ 
dress concerns over that file. 
The data, downloaded from 
Apple, help the phone figure 
out its location without hav¬ 
ing to listen for faint signals 
from GPS satellites. That 
means navigation applica¬ 
tions can present the phone’s 
location faster and more accu¬ 
rately, Apple said. 

Apple said the data are stored 
for up to a year because of a 
software error. The company 
said there’s no need to store 
data for more than seven days, 
and a software update in the 
next few weeks will limit the 
amount of data in that file. 
The iPhone will also stop 
backing up the file to the 
user’s computer, a practice 
that raised some concerns. 
Computers are much more 
vulnerable to remote hacking 
attempts than are phones. 

A third planned fix is to stop 
downloading the data to 
phones that have all “Loca¬ 
tion Services” turned off, 


Apple said, and to encrypt the 
file on those where it’s on. 
“Users are confused, partly 
because creators of this new 
technology (including Apple) 
have not provided enough ed¬ 
ucation about these issues to 
date,” Apple said in its state¬ 
ment. 

Wednesday’s statement was 
Apple’s first comprehensive 
response to the most recent 
allegations. 

Apple had revealed the nature 
of the location file in a letter 
to Congress last summer fol¬ 
lowing an earlier round of 
questions about its location¬ 
tracking practices. 

The file drew new attention 
last week, after a report from 
researchers Alasdair Allan 
and Pete Warden at a tech¬ 
nology conference in Santa 
Clara, Calif. 

As demonstrated by location- 
analysis software released by 
Allan and Warden, the lists of 
Wi-Fi hotspots and cell tow¬ 
ers generated by iPhones can 


But a snoop needs access to 
the victim’s phone or PC, both 
of which usually store lots of 
other personal information. 
Phones contain texts, emails 
and lists of phone calls. PCs 
contain such information as 
tax returns, logs of websites 
visited and passwords. 

In an email, Warden said it 
was good to have an explana¬ 
tion for the existence of the 
file. He agreed that it doesn’t 
contain precise location infor¬ 
mation. 

“By pulling down informa¬ 
tion about nearby towers, the 
log can reveal where you are 
at a neighborhood level,” he 
said, adding that he’s relieved 
that Apple is applying soft¬ 
ware fixes. 

“I’m happy that Apple has 
answered some of the ques¬ 
tions that I raised and I’m glad 
they’ve acknowledged they 
need to take steps to address 
these problems. 

Sen. A1 Franken, D-Minn., 
chairman of the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary subcommittee on pri¬ 
vacy, technology and the law, 
said he still has questions 
about why Apple didn’t tell 
users what it was doing. 

“This has raised larger ques¬ 
tions of how the locations of 
mobile devices are tracked 
and shared by companies 
like Apple and Google, and 
whether federal laws provide 
adequate protection as tech¬ 
nology has advanced,” Fran¬ 
ken said Wednesday. He plans 
a hearing on cellphones and 
privacy next month. 

In Wednesday’s statement, 
Apple reiterated that while 
iPhones regularly transmit 
their location to Apple, they 
do so only anonymously, and 
the company isn’t able to 
track users.□

Stocks rise as Fed says it 
will end bond nrogram

NEW YORK - Stocks turned higher Wednesday after the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve said it would end its $600 billion bond-buying pro¬ 
gram as scheduled in June because the economy has improved. 
The decision, announced after the Fed’s two-day policy meet¬ 
ing, was widely expected on Wall Street. The Fed made no 
changes to the bond program and said that job market condi¬ 
tions “are improving gradually.” It repeated its promise to keep 
interest rates low for “an extended period.” 

Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bemanke will hold a news con¬ 
ference on the economy later Wednesday. Bernanke is expected 
to discuss the job market, inflation and the prospects for eco¬ 
nomic growth in the months ahead. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 45 points, or 0.4 per¬ 
cent, to 12,640 in afternoon trading. It went up about 30 points 
shortly after the Fed’s statement came out. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 rose 1, or 0.1 percent, to 1,349. The 
Nasdaq composite index rose 5, or 0.2 percent, to 2,853. 
Earnings results were mixed. Boeing Co. rose less than 1 per¬ 
cent after reporting earnings that beat analyst expectations. The 
airplane maker and defense contractor also said it still expects 
to deliver its long delayed 787 aircraft in the third quarter. 
DeVry Inc. rose 7 percent. The for-profit education company 
reported that its earnings rose 18 percent as its revenue rose. 
Broadcom Corp. fell 12 percent a day after the chip maker is¬ 
sued a second-quarter revenue outlook that was below analyst 
estimates. 

Specialty glass maker Corning Inc. rose 1 percent after the com¬ 
pany’s revenue surged on strong sales of glass for flat-screen 
televisions, computers and mobile devices. 

Johnson & Johnson fell less than 1 percent after the health giant 
said it would buy medical device maker Synthes Inc. for $21.3 
billion in one of the largest deals in the company’s history. 
Bond prices rose slightly after the Fed’s statement came out. 
The yield on the 10-year Treasury note fell to 3.35 percent af¬ 
ter the Fed released its statement, after trading at 3.37 percent 
minutes earlier. The 10-year yield was trading at 3.32 percent 
late Tuesday. 

Investors were encouraged after the Commerce Department 
reported that businesses increased their orders for long-lasting 
manufactured goods by 2.5 percent in March, a bigger increase 
than economists had predicted. 

“The manufacturing sector remains the real bright spot of the 
economy,” said Peter Cardillo, chief market economist at New 
York-based brokerage house Avalon Partners Inc.Q 


Bernanke offers clues about steps to raise rates

WASHINGTON - At a historic 
news conference, Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman Ben Bemanke 
offered clues Wednesday about 
when and how the Fed would be¬ 
gin raising interest rates. 
Bemanke said that as long as the 
Fed continues to say rates will 
remain at record lows for “an 
extended period,” rates won’t 
rise until the Fed has met at least 
twice more. 

The Fed, which ended a two- 
day meeting Wednesday, gathers 
about every six weeks. 

The Fed chairman also said any 
additional steps by the Fed to try 
to lower unemployment might 
raise other risks, such as higher 
inflation. If inflation were to ac¬ 
celerate, it could then reduce 
employment. That’s because the 
Fed would have to raise rates to 
slow borrowing and spending and 
blunt price increases. 

In his appearance, Bernanke ap¬ 
peared relaxed with reporters, 
projecting a calming presence 
and saying nothing that might 


rattle investors. 

He sketched a picture of an econ¬ 
omy that is growing steadily but 
remains weighed down by a pro¬ 
longed period of high unemploy¬ 
ment. He acknowledged the pain 
unemployment is causing, noting 
that around 45 percent of the un¬ 
employed have been without a 
job for six months or longer. 

“We know the consequences of 
that can be very distressing be¬ 
cause people who are out of work 
for a long time, their skills tend to 
atrophy,” Bemanke said. 

Stocks rose after Bernanke said 
he expects the economy to con¬ 
tinue growing through next year 
and 2013. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age, which was up about 50 points 
when Bernanke began speaking, 
gained another 50 points half an 
hour before the market closed. 
Bernanke acknowledged that 
higher gasoline prices are creat¬ 
ing a financial hardship for many 
Americans. But he said the Fed 
doesn’t think gas prices will con¬ 
tinue to rise at their recent pace. 
The news conference was the first 


time in the Fed’s 98-year history 
that a chairman has begun hold¬ 
ing regular sessions with report¬ 
ers. 

It offered Bernanke a chance to 
drive a debate about Fed policy. 
Critics have said the Fed’s efforts 
to boost growth raise the risk of 
high inflation. Investors are seek¬ 
ing clues about when the Fed will 
start raising interest rates to help 
slow price increases. 

Bernanke said the first step in 
tightening interest-rate policy 
could occur when the Fed stops 
reinvesting the proceeds of its 
bond holdings. Bemanke would 
not be specific about when that 
might occur. He said it will de¬ 
pend on inflation and economic 
growth in coming months. 

He said that step would be a rela¬ 
tively modest one. But it would 
constitute the Fed’s first tighten¬ 
ing because it would allow inter¬ 
est rates to creep up. 

The news conference, the first 
of three scheduled this year, is 
part of a long-standing Beman¬ 
ke effort to make the Fed more 
transparent. □

The rate rose in 43 cities and 
was unchanged in 26. 

Nationwide, the unemployment rate dipped to 
a two-year low of 8.8 percent in March and 
has dropped a full percentage point since No¬ 
vember. Businesses added a net total of more 
than 200,000 jobs in March and February, the 
fastest two-month hiring spree in five years. 
The metro employment data is distorted by 
seasonal trends, such as the hiring of tempo¬ 
rary employees for agricultural harvests or 
for the summer holidays. Unlike the national 
data, it is not seasonally adjusted and is there¬ 
fore more volatile from one month to the next. 
One way to filter out those effects is to com- 


“Clearly, the economic recovery is broaden¬ 
ing across the country,” Steve Cochrane, a re¬ 
gional economist at Moody’s Analytics, said. 
“We’re still seeing some pretty good improve¬ 
ment in unemployment rates in the industrial 
Midwest.” 

The report also shows the lasting effects of 
the April 2010 BP oil spill, which polluted the 
Gulf of Mexico and disrupted fishing and oil 
production in the region. 

Seven of the 10 cities with the biggest increas¬ 
es in unemployment in the past year are locat¬ 
ed in Louisiana, most of them near the Gulf. 
Baton Rouge, La. reported the largest increase 
in unemployment in the 12-month period, ris¬ 
ing to 8.2 percent from 6.6 percent.

Oil settled slightly higher 
Wednesday after Fed 
chairman Ben Bernanke said 
the nation’s economy will 
continue to recover, and gas 
prices will level off or drop. 
Benchmark crude for June 
delivery rose 55 cents to 
settle at $112.76 per barrel 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. In London, Brent 
crude rose 99 cents to settle 
at $125.13 a barrel on the ICE 
Futures exchange. 


Bemanke’s news conference 
was the first ever for a Fed 
chairman. While he said he 
expected inflation to tick up in 
the near term, mainly because 
of higher oil and gas prices, 
he believes that the nation’s 
economy is in a “moderate 
recovery” that should be 
sustainable. 

Bemanke also said there isn’t 
much the Fed can do to bring 
down high gas prices that are 
“creating a financial hardship 
for a lot of people.” He said 
the price of oil has been driven 


up by demand from booming 
emerging markets and by 
concerns about supplies amid 
unrest in the Middle East and 
North Africa. 

Still, Bernanke said gas prices 
should eventually stabilize or 
come down. “Our view is gas 
prices will not continue to rise 
at the recent pace,” he said. 
The national average for a 
gallon of regular gas rose by 
a penny on Wednesday to 
$3,879, according to AAA, 
Wright Express and the Oil 
Price Information Service. 
That’s 29.5 cents more than it 
was a month ago and over a 
dollar higher than a year ago. 
Oil analyst Jim Ritterbusch 
expects pump prices to rise 
as much as another 20 cents a 
gallon in the next few weeks 
before coming down, as 
higher gas prices lead to less 
driving and weaker demand. 
Supplies should also increase 
as refineries ramp up capacity 
after seasonal maintenance. 
Ritterbusch predicted the 
price would be about $3.75 a 
gallon or less after Memorial 
Day.Q

Apple Inc. said Wednesday the prices are for phones purchased 
with a two-year contract from AT&T Inc. or Verizon Wireless 
in the U.S. 

The black iPhone 4 went on sale last June. Apple had hoped to 
make the white phones available in July, then in late 2010. But 
it has said that the gadget was more challenging to produce than 
expected. In October, Apple said the white phones would be 
available in the spring. 

Separately, Apple says the iPad 2 will go on sale in Japan on 
Thursday and in Hong Kong, South Korea, Singapore and eight

Royal wedding guests face 
strict security sweeps

LONDON - It’s not the type of welcome most wedding guests 
expect — ID checks and a tough security sweep before entering 
the church. 

But then again, Prince William and Kate Middleton’s wedding 
on Friday is no ordinary affair. 

Britain hasn’t seen a royal wedding of this size since Prince 
Charles married Diana in 1981 — there were actually 200 more 
police on duty for that wedding, which had a longer procession 
route and a guest list of some 3,500 people, including foreign 
royals and heads of state. 

Friday’s wedding will offer much of the same pomp and circum¬ 
stance with its 1,900 invited guests. Still, it presents a modern 
security nightmare for the 5,000 U.K. police officers on duty, 
who will be on the lookout for Irish dissident terrorists, Mus¬ 
lim extremists, anti-monarchists, protesters and ordinary riffraff 
who might blight the royal spectacle. 

Scotland Yard Police Commander Christine Jones said Wednes¬ 
day there has been no new terror threat but considerable Internet 
chatter. 

“Our operation has been meticulously planned, and we have 
thought through and planned for a huge range of contingen¬ 
cies,” she said. 

A wide range of police will be on patrol Friday: officers on 
motorcycles, escort specialists, dog handlers, search officers, 
mounted police, protection officers and firearms units, although 
only a fraction of Britain’s police officers are armed. 

Thousands of people are expected along the parade route Fri¬ 
day, a snaking path of less than a mile from Westminster Abbey 
— an iconic cathedral near London’s Big Ben and Parliament 
buildings — to Buckingham Palace, where the new royal cou¬ 
ple will appear on the balcony for one of the most anticipated 
kisses in decades. 

Police helicopters buzzed over London before dawn Wednes¬ 
day during a dry run — a rehearsal that saw army, navy and air 
force personnel in full uniform lining the parade route. Starting 
at 5 a.m., the troops timed their roles to the second for Friday’s 
performance, and mounted troops of the Household Cavalry es¬ 
corted a horse-drawn carriage. 

The royal couple did not attend, but some spectators still got up 
extra early to watch. 

“I can’t believe how wonderful it is,” said Heather Cameron, 
a 53 year-old London resident. “Nobody does pomp and cer¬ 
emony like the Brits do.” 

Britain has seen several major terror attacks and plots since the 
Sept. 11 terror attacks in 2001. The deadliest came in 2005, 
when homegrown terrorists killed 52 commuters during Lon¬ 
don’s rush hour — Europe’s first suicide bombing. □

Star magazine 
apologizes, 
settles Hol¬ 
mes lawsuit 

LOS ANGELES - Katie Hol¬ 
mes has settled her lawsuit 
with the publishers of Star 
magazine over a cover story 
that insinuated she was a drug 
addict. 

The magazine published an 
apology to the actress Tues¬ 
day on the cover and inside 
its May 9 issue, saying it “did 
not intend to suggest that Ms. 
Holmes was a drug addict or 
was undergoing treatment for 
drug addiction.” 

“In a recent issue of Star, we 
published headlines about 
Katie Holmes that could be 
read to suggest that she was 
addicted to drugs,” the apol¬ 
ogy read. “Star apologizes to 
Ms. Holmes for any misper¬ 
ception and will be making a 
substantial donation to char¬ 
ity on Ms. Holmes’ behalf for 
any harm that we may have 
caused.” 

Holmes’ publicist, Ina Trecio- 
kas, said that American Media 
Inc. gave a sizable donation to 
Dizzy Feet Foundation, an or¬ 
ganization that brings dance 
to underprivileged children. 
Holmes sued the publish¬ 
ers last month for a January 
magazine cover with a head¬ 
line that read “Katie DRUG 
SHOCKER!” At the time, the 
magazine stood by its story 
and said it expected the case 
to be dismissed. 

Financial terms of the settle¬ 
ment were not disclosed. 
Holmes had been seeking 
more than $50 million in 
damages.□

Entertainment Inc. and Broad¬ 
way Baby, LLC — said they 
had not received the lawsuit 
and would not commen 
t.

roll. It features actors portray¬ 
ing The Shirelles, Warwick 
and Jackson, and performanc¬ 
es of some of the songs they 
made top sellers. 

The Shirelles were formed in 
1958 in New Jersey and had

Study: First stars were 
massive, fast-spinning 


Shrinking funds pull plug 
on alien search devices

LOS ANGELES - The first 
stars that dotted the universe 
were not only immense, but 
probably also fast-spinning, 
according to a new study that 
sheds light on the nature of 
stellar evolution. These early 
stars died out long ago, but 
astronomers can get a glimpse 
of what they were like by 
looking at later generations of 
stars. A team of scientists led 
by Cristina Chiappini of the 
Astrophysical Institute Pots¬ 
dam in Germany reanalyzed 
data from the Very Large Tele¬ 
scope of a 12-billion-year-old 
star cluster. They found high 
levels of metal in the stars — 
a chemical signature that sug¬ 
gests earlier generations, per¬ 
haps even the first stars, were 
massive and rotated much 
faster than their present-day 
counterparts. 

This is important because a 


star that spins more rapidly 
can live longer and suffer dif¬ 
ferent fates than slow-spin¬ 
ning ones. 

Findings appear in Thursday’s 
issue of the journal Nature 
Current theory holds that 
the universe was born out 
of an explosion, called the 
Big Bang, about 13.7 billion 
years ago. During the next 
200 million years, the uni¬ 
verse cooled, leaving it dark 
and starless. The first stars 
that formed during the uni¬ 
verse’s infancy were different 
from stars like our sun, which 
is mostly hydrogen, but also 
contains oxygen and carbon. 
The earliest stars were pri¬ 
marily hydrogen and helium. 
They also lived fast and died 
young. When they died, they 
exploded as brilliant supemo- 
vae and seeded the universe 
with basic elements from 
which future stars, including 
our sun, were created. □

SAN FRANCISCO - In the 
mountains of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, a field of radio dishes 
that look like giant dinner 
plates waited for years for the 
first call from intelligent life 
among the stars. 

But they’re not listening any¬ 
more. Cash-strapped govern¬ 
ments, it seems, can no longer 
pay the interstellar phone bill. 
Astronomers at the SETI Insti¬ 
tute said a steep drop in state 
and federal funds has forced 
the shutdown of the Allen 
Telescope Array, a powerful 
tool in the search for extrater¬ 
restrial intelligence, an effort 
scientists refer to as SETI. 
“There’s plenty of cosmic 
real estate that looks promis¬ 
ing,” Seth Shostak, senior as¬ 
tronomer at the institute, said 
Tuesday. “We’ve lost the in¬ 
strument that’s best for zero¬ 
ing in on these better targets.” 
The shutdown came just as 
researchers were preparing 
to point the radio dishes at a 
batch of new planets. About 
50 or 60 of those planets ap¬ 
pear to be about the right 
distance from stars to have 
temperatures that could make 
them habitable, Shostak said. 
The 42 radio dishes had 
scanned deep space since 
2007 for signals from alien 


civilizations while also con¬ 
ducting research into the 
structure and origin of the uni¬ 
verse. SETI Institute chief ex¬ 
ecutive Tom Pierson said in an 
email to donors last week that 
the University of California. 
Berkeley, has run out of mon¬ 
ey for day-to-day operation of 
the dishes. “Unfortunately, to¬ 
day’s government budgetary 
environment is very difficult, 
and new solutions must be 
found,” Pierson wrote. 

The $50 million array was 
built by SETI and UC Berke¬ 
ley with the help of a $30 mil¬ 


lion donation from Microsoft 
Corp. co-founder Paul Allen. 
Operating the dishes cost 
about $1.5 million a year, 
mostly to pay for the staff of 
eight to 10 researchers and 
technicians to operate the fa¬ 
cility. An additional $1 mil¬ 
lion a year was needed to 
collect and sift the data from 
the dishes. The Paul G. Allen 
Family Foundation, the bil¬ 
lionaire’s philanthropic ven¬ 
ture, had no immediate plans 
to provide more funding to the 
facility, said David Postman, 
a foundation spokesman. 

The institute, however, was 
hopeful the U.S. Air Force 
might find the dishes useful 
as part of its mission to track 
space debris and provide 
funding to keep the equip¬ 
ment operating. 

The SETI Institute was 
founded in 1984 and has re¬ 
ceived funding from NASA, 
the National Science Founda¬ 
tion and several other federal 
programs and private founda¬ 
tions. Q
